1. At our meeting on 31 October, I referred to the lack of 
progress in arriving at an Administration position regarding the 
need for new legislation dealing with leaks of classified national 
security information. I referred also to the delay we had 
encountered in getting any movement from the Justice Department 
on this score, and in that connection I am attaching a copy of my 
17 August letter to the Attorney General , to which there has been 
no response. 

?.. As I understand it, the Justice Department is considering 
not just the narrow approach outlined in my 17 August letter but 
some broader approaches as well. 

3. I think we need to get off dead center on this problem.
